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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application, as amended, is 
respectfully requested. 

By means of the present amendment, the current Abstract has 
been amended as shown in the enclosed Replacement Abstract for 
better conformance to U.S. practice. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner found that the Application 
was in condition for allowance, except for the certain 
informalities which are addressed below. Applicant gratefully 
acknowledges the Examiner's indication that this application 
contains allowable subject matter. Prosecution has been closed on 
the merits in accordance with Ex Parte Quayle , 1935 CD. 11, 453 
O.G. 213. 

In the Office Action, claim 4 was objected to since "the 
Amendment filed on September 13, 2004, regarding claim 4, it 
terminated with "the following steps", and then does not shoe what 
are the steps." It is respectfully submitted that the reference to 
this x Amendment' includes a typographic error since there is no 
such Amendment filed on September 13, 2004. Rather, a Preliminary 
Amendment was concurrently filed with the present Application on 
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December 21, 2001, where page 2 of the Preliminary Amendment shows 
features of claim 4 that follow "the following steps" . It is 
believed that this page 2 is missing from the Examiner's file. It 
should be noted that page 4 of the Preliminary Amendment also shows 
the complete claim 4 in a marked-up version. For the Examiner's 
convenience, a copy of the Preliminary Amendment (4 pages) filed on 
December 21, 2001, is enclosed herewith. Accordingly, withdrawal 
of the objection to claim 4 is respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, claims 1-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. In response, the specification has been amended for 
clarification related to the spreading code and the conjugate 
spreading code, as shown in FIG 1 and further described in the 
Abstract. It is respectfully submitted that the specification, the 
abstract, and FIG 1 enable one skilled in the art to make and/or 
use the invention. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection to 
claims 1-4 is respectfully requested. 
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In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application is in condition for allowance, and a Notice of 
Allowance is earnestly solicited.
